Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The primary reference Suzuki et. al. (U.S. 6,129,274)(Suzuki c 274) discloses as 
previously discussed. However neither Suzuki 6 274 nor the other documents of record 
reasonably disclose the combination of the following steps: registering for the purchaser the third 
data as registered third data, retrieving the registered third data from the data providing system 
based upon the second data recorded in the rewritable record medium when the purchaser makes 
a request for the first data; comparing a registered relevant portion of the registered third data 
with a purchaser relevant portion of the purchaser third data that corresponds to the registered 
relevant portion to determine a match; and registering the additional third data after the 
accounting operation has been performed. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure includes the following: Yazumi (U.S. 6,321,980 Bl) Basso, Jr. et. al. (U.S. 6,131,090)

executing a transaction using a smartcard while Cuervo (U.S. 6,105,009) discloses an ATM 
machine capable of transactions. Fleischl et. al. (U.S. 6,038,552), Kawan (U.S. 6,012,049), 
Kopp (U.S. 5,940,805), Mandelbaum et. al. (U.S. 5,544,246), and Bublitz et. al. (U.S. 5,869,823) 
disclose sales system using smart cards. Kobayashi et. al. (U.S. 5,864,825) a system where data 
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is purchased. Pitayanukul discloses a POS and how such systems are integrated together while 
the smartcard.org website discloses some of the features available in a smartcard.
